Believed Under Way. 


NAPLES, Italy, Feb. 17 (AP) 
—Fog and heavy clouds over 
the south Italian -mountains 
and the Ionian sea hampered 
the search today for a twin- 
engine United States Air Force 
transport missing with 16 mili- 
tary-personnel aboard, 

Despite the fog, more than 
15 American search planes took 
off from bases in the Naples 
area. Italian seaplanes from 
Syracuse and Taranto, British 
planes from Malta, and ships of 
the United States Sixth Fleet 
joined in. 

Officials said the possibility 
that the plane had been forced 
down in Communist Albania 
could not be excluded. There 
were unconfirmed reports that 
the United States was trying 
to check with the Albanians, 
presumably through the French 
or Italian Foreign Offices, 
which maintain missions in the 
Soviet satellite just across the 
Adriatic from southern Italy, 

The C-47, on a flight from 
Ramstein-Landstuhl airport in 
Germany to Turkey, carried a 
crew of seven and nine pas- 
sengers 

It landed Saturday night at 
Naples to take on fuel and pas- 
sengers. Thirty minutes after 
taking off for Athens it radioed 
that it had reached 6500 feet 
and was switching to the Rome 
radio control. It never con- 
tacted Rome. Ajir Force of- 
ficials said it should have been 
over the Adriatic when it last 
reported 

Western planes flying from 
Rome to Athens normally avoid 
Albania, and there was no detfi- 
nite indication that the missing 
C-47 came near the Communist 
country. In the past two 
months. however, a British 
cargo airliner and a United 
States Air Force jet trainer 
strayed too close to Albania 
and were forced to land. Those 
aboard were subsequently re- 
leased.

The Board of Aldermen had 
adopted a resolution Friday 
asking Gov. James T. Blair to 
include with his earnings tax 
recommendation a proposal au- 
thorizing the city to institute a 
combination earnings and 
graduated income tax, with a 
scale of exemptions and deduc- 
tions. 

Martino,. chairman of 
powerful House Appropriations 
Committee, in a statement Sat- 
urday criticized the aldermanic

The city officials emphasized 
to the legislators that in any 
event the earnings tax cannot 
be increased without a city 
charter amendment approved

ATOM PLAN MAY 
BRING ARMS CUT 


WARSAW Feb 17 (UP)— 
Poland told the West in a note 
published today that accept- 
ance of the Polish plan for 
creating a nuclear weapons 
free zone in central Europe

I tried in my letter to you 


f Jan. 12 to put forward some 
new ideas. For example, I pro- 
posted strengthening the United 
Nations by rededication of our 
nations to its purposes and 
principles, with the accompani- 


ment of some reduction in the 
use of the veto power in the 
Security Council 


That proposal vou reject, al- 
leging that it would give to the 
security Council a power to 
“adopt decisions that would be 
hinding on all states” and make 
it in effect a “world govern- 
ment.” That argument is di- 
rected to a misrepresentation 
of my proposal. I suggested 
that our two nations should, as 
a matter of policy avoid veto- 
ing Security Council recom- 
mendations as to how nations 
might proceed toward the 
peaceful solution of their dis- 
putes Surely authority to 
recommend, and that only as 
to procedures, is not to impose 
binding decisions. Already, the 
General Assembly can, free of 
veto, recommend procedures 
for peaceful settlement. Would 
it really be catastrophic for the 


Security Council to exercise 
that same facility? 
Ii] 
Another new idea was “that 
outer space should be perpetu- 


ally dedicated to peaceful pur- 
poses You belittle this pro- 
posal as one made to gain 
strategic advantages for the 
United States. Mr. Khrushchev 


in his Minsk speech said, “This 
means they want to prohibit 
that which they do not pos- 
sess.” 


Since the record completely 
disproves that uncalled for 
statement; may we now hope 
between us to consider and de- 
vise co-operative international 
procedures to give reality. to 
the idea of use of outer space 
for peace only 

When the United States 
alone possessed atomic weap- 
ons and the Soviet Union 
possessed none, the United 
States proposed to forego its 
monopoly in the interest of 
world peace and security. We 
are prepared to take the 
same attitude now in rela- 
tion to outer space. If this 
peaceful purpose is not real- 
ized, and the worse than use- 
less race of weapons goes on, 
the world will have only the 
Seviet Union to blame, just 
as it has only the Soviet 
Union to blame for the fact 
that atomic and _ nuclear 
power are now used increas- 
ingly for weapons purposes 
instead of being dedicated 
wholly to peaceful uses as the 
United States proposed a 
decade ago. 

The Soviet Union refused to 
co-operate in tackling the prob- 
lem of international control of 
atomic energy when that prob- 
lem was in its infancy. Conse- 
quently, it has now become too 
late to achieve totally effective 
control although there can be. 
as we propose, a controlled 
cessation of further weapons 
testing and of the manufacture 
of fissionable material for 
weapons purposes. But, as your 
government said on May 10, 
1955, a.total “ban” on atomic 
and hydrogen weapons could 
not now be enforced because 
“the possibility would be open 
to a potential aggressor to ac- 
cumulate stocks of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons for a sur- 
prise atomic attack on peace- 
loving states.” 

Discusses Outer Space. 

A terrible new menace can 
be seen to be in the making. 
That menace is to be found in 
the use of outer space for war 
purposes The time to deal 
with that menace is now. It 
would be tragic if the Soviet 
leaders were blind or indiffer- 
ent toward this menace as they 
were apparently blind or indif- 
ferent to the atomic and nu- 
clear menace at its inception a 
-erade ago 

: there is a genuine desire 
vn the part of the Soviet Jead- 
ers to do something more than 
merely to talk about the men- 
ace resulting from what you 
described as “the production of 
ever newer types of weapons,” 
let us actually do what even 
now would importantly reduce 
the scope of nuclear warfare, 
bots in terms of checking the 
use of fissionable materia! for 
weapons purposes and in whol- 
ly eliminating the newest types 
of weapons which use outer 
space for aumen destruction.

1 noted that Mr. Khrush- 
chev devoted a considerable 
part of his Minsk speech to 
a discussion of conditions in 
Hungary, Poland, and East 
Germany. Does the Soviet 
Union claim such a proprie- 
tary interest in these lands 
and people that to discuss 
them is solely a matter of 
Soviet domestic concern? If 
not, and if these lands and 
people can be discussed by 
Soviet leaders as an interna- 
tional problem, why cannot 
we both discuss them? 


If indeed a top-level confer- | 


ence were to apply the formula 
that no one is to say anything 
except what all the rest agree 
they would like to hear, we 
would, as I said in my last 
press conference, end up in the 
ludicrous posture of our just 
glaring silently at each other 
across the table 
He Suggests a Way. 

Perhaps the impasse to 
which we seem to have come 
can be broken by less formal 
and less publicized contacts 
through which we would con- 


tinue to seek to find out 
whether there can be a top- 
level meeting which, in the 


words of my letter to you of 
Jan. 12. 1958, “would hold good 
hope for advancing the cause 
of peace and justice in the) 
world.” Exchanges of views 
effected through our ambas- 
sadors or foreign ministers may 
serve better than what Mr. 
Khrushchev referred to at 
Minsk as “polemics” between | 
heads of government. 
The United States is accord- 
ingly consulting with some oth- | 
er interested nations as to the 
desirability of exploring, 
through more normal channels, 
the prospects of a top-level 
meeting which would be ade- 
quate as to subjects, and as 
to which preliminary exchang- 
es would indicate good pros- 
pect of an accord. You will un- 
derstand, of course, that, what- 
ever be the preparatory pro- 
cedures, these would, as far as 
the United States was con- 
cerned, require the participa- 
tion of our Secretary of State.

propaganda for war.” If any 
such persons exist in the | 
United States, I do not know | 
of them; nor do I know of any 
“imperialist ruling’ circles” 
that are supposedly eager to 
plunge the world into war in 
order to make financial gains.

Immediately following this as- 
sembly, the members of the panel 
and I were invited to lunch by a 
staff member of Harris Teachers 
College. This gentleman had phoned 
for a reservation at the coffee shop 
of a large hotel situated at Union 
and Pershing, inquiring at the time 
whether our panel's Negro student 
would be welcome 

Evidently arrangements were con- 
cluded satisfactorily, for we pro- 
ceeded there for lunch. However 
between the reservation call and 
our arrival, something went wrong 
‘—Or someone had a change of 
heart 

We were “allowed” to eat lunch 
—but not without some “back- 
room” hushed conferring and not 
without obvious evidence of man- 
agement, discontent. 

The difficulties were necessarily 
aired during lunch by the humili- 
ated host of our table in the 


presence of the “culprit’”—a Negro 
young lady with a superior aca- 
demic and extracurricular record 
at Washington University 

I am aware that the hotel is 
probably within its legel richts to 
deny service to whom it chooses 
I merely offer this incident to 
those who may anvpreriate its in

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatc! 

I note that you are stil! generat- 
ing a good deal of ste.m over the 
ceiling on natural gas. I am one 
of the 3600 small royalty land 
owners in a single town along the 
Mexican border 

On account of this ceiling we 
are getting less than one-half of 
1 cent per thousand feet for our 
gas. You are paying about $2.25 
for it up here. Anyhow this is not 
enough to pay the taxes on the 
land in some cases. If we could, 
we would cut it off or stop the 
flow as such a price isn't worth the 
depletion. 

But here is the pay-off to the 
whole deal. Mexico is selling gas 
to the same pipeline. Their field 
is the same one as ours, and just 
six miles away. There isn't any 


ceiling on their gas though. They 
can charge whatever they can get 
They get twice as much for their 


gas as we get for ours and you 
pay the same price here for it

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A Wild Court Bill 


Senator Hennings has done all the country a 
service in halting the rapid advance of the Jen- 
ner bill to cripple the United States Supreme 
Court. It is the kind of good work that Mis- 
souri’s senior Senator so often does—without 
benefit of large headlines or notice on the radio 
and television news reports. 

The Jenner bill, S. 2646, is an angry, irrespon- 
sible proposal if ever there was one. It would 
strip the Supreme Court of its authority to re- 
view cases in five important fields. It would, 
for example, bar the Supreme Court from appel- 
late jurisdiction in all actions taken by congres- 
sional investigating committees in internal se- 
curity matters, including citations for contempt 
against witnesses. It would also shut off the 
right of appeal td the Supreme Court of any 
person dropped from the Government payroll 
because of alleged subversive connections. 

The reason why the Jenner bill would remove 
from Supreme Court review these areas and 
three others relating to teachers, lawyers and 
certain convictions in state courts is as plain as 
a pikestaff. Senator Jenner seeks to hit back at 
the Supreme Court because of the Watkins deci- 
sion and other decisions of the last term which 
tend to restore fair dealing and due process of 
law to proceedings that had fallen into the hands 
of officials who cared little about the guarantees 
of the Bill of Rights. 

. > . 

Yet the Jenner bill. passed the Senate Judici- 
ary Subcommittee on Internal Security after 
only one day of hearings and without so much 
as one opponent of the bill being heard. Thanks 
to Senator Hennings, the bill has now been re- 
turned by the Judiciary Committee to the sub- 
committee for hearings that befit a proposal 
of so sweeping a character. 

Senator Jenner's swing at the Supreme Court 
is only one of the wildest that has followed in 
the wake of the historic decisions of the last 
term. There have been many more from indi- 
viduals, from members of Congress, from organi- 
zations. and from editors 

The Supreme Court today is more representa- 
tive than it has been for many years. Here is 
its personnel, by presidential appointment, state 
of origin and previous party affiliation.

This table shows that the present Supreme 
Court, which some of its critics are denouncing 
as “runaway,” is the handiwork of three Presi- 
dents, Mr. Eisenhower having named more than 
either of his two Democratic predecessors. It 
contains five Justices whose previous party af- 
filiation was Democratic and four whose pre- 
vious affiliation was Republican. We emphasize 
“previous” affiliation because Supreme Court 
members cease being partisans once they be- 
come judges of otir highest tribunal. 

Geographically the court is probably more 
widely representative of the entire nation than 
at any time in its history. Three Justices are 
from the East, two'from the Middle West, two 
from the South and two from the Far West, in- 
cluding one from the Northwest. 

The notion that nine Justices, so selected by 
three Presidents of both parties from nine dif- 
ferent states over a period of more than 20 
years, should be deliberately and calculatedly 
opposed to the country's security is ridiculous 
on its face. 

The Supreme Court is not sacrosanct. It is not 
above criticism. It needs public attention, in- 
terest and vigilance because its work is just as 
important in our federal system as the work 
of the presidency and of Congress. But the 
country ought to be grateful to Senator Hen- 
nings for holding up the vindictive Jenner bill 
to public inspection. 
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Advantages of Higher Education? 


I hoped to make many new friends in 
college. 


I thought college life would help me to 
develop socially. 

Most of my friends were going to college. 

The persons I respected most in my com- 
munity had gone to college.

These are not lines cut out of some campus 
burlesque. They are samples of the answers re- 
ceived by the United States Office of Education 
when it asked college students what they expect 
to get from their college degree. 

Of course, more serious answers also were 
received. Many students did have occupational 
or academic reasons for study. But the number 
of purely personal or social reasons was aston- 
ishingly large. They shed more than a little 
light on why the nation is short of “eggheads.” 

The primary blame, however, may not rest on 
these students. Surely they were not “set on 
the right course” at home. Their high schools 
hardly inculecated suitable “motivations.” And 
apparently some of these young people were 
not disabused by their college teachers. 

Perhaps some of the time and money being 
expended on these students might accomplish 
its purpose if they were assembled for a lecture 
on what colleges are for. 
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Budget Reform, Chapter II 

Having given the state a sound and compre- 
hensive operating budget, Gov. Blair now pro- 
poses a second needed reform: a capital projects 
budget 

Before the operating budget system was 
adopted, appropriations were based more on 
demand than on need, there was little real plan- 
ning for them, and the Governor had slight con- 
trol over the budget though the Constitution 
makes him responsible for it. Now the same 
things can be said of the state’s long-range 
building program. 

Gov. Blair points out that the Legislature 
usually has gone at capital projects wrong-end- 
to. It provides funds, or calls for bond issues, 
and then specific needs are determined. The 
system, he says, is “hit or miss and without 
sound organization and planning.” Moreover, 
governors have little control over it. 

The first reform which Gov. Blair suggests is 
to place the Division of Public Buildings under 
the Comptroller and Budget Division, instead 
of under the Revenue Department. This would 
permit strict budgetary control of capital proj- 
ects, an inventory of assets, a study of future 
needs and planning to meet them. 

Then Gov. Blair proposes a pay-as-you-go plan 
for financing state building programs. Such 
financing would be more advantageous than 
what the Governor calls “crisis-fed” bond issues. 
Bond issues cost the taxpayers money; their in- 
terest payments build no buildings. Neigh- 


boring Kansas earmarks a fraction of its tax 
revenue for long-range construction of state 
college and university buildings. Thus Kan- 
sas institutions of higher learning are never 
as starved for buildings as those in Missouri. 
But while it is not essential to earmark funds 
for construction projects, it is essential to plan 
and finance such projects well in advance, so 
they do not have to compete each year with 
immediate operating needs. Gov. Blair suggests 
a long-range program covering at least two 
bienniums. 

The Governor has relied heavily on recommen- 
dations of the state’s Little Hoover Commission, 
which reported the need for better budgeting 
three years ago. Action by the current special 
session on a capital projects budget would com- 
plete the invaluable program of budgetary 
reform. 
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Good News From North Africa 


One dangerously frozen international situa- 
tion—that involving France and Tunisia—has 
begun to thaw out at least a little and the mod- 
erating temperature is a good sign for all the 
world. Both contending countries have accepted 
the good offices of Britain and the United States 
to settle the differences which have brought a 
new crisis to North Africa. 

Tunisia accepted the tender of mediation first 
and since Tunisian lives were destroyed whole- 
sale a week ago Saturday in the murderous 
French bombing raid on the town of Sakiet Sidi 
Youssef, France could hardly be other than as 
conciliatory as Tunisia. Indeed Paris itself 
seemed to be so shocked by the wanton destruc- 
tion of innocent lives that Premier Gaillard prob- 
ably was as eager as Tunisia’s President Bour- 
guiba to refer the tragic dispute to friends of 
both countries for settlement. 

The course of peace is not only troubled but 
complex as this situation demonstrates so strik- 
ingly. For the Tunisian crisis is collateral to 
that which persists in Algeria. France claimed 
that arms shipments by Britain and the United 
States to Tunisia were in reality sales to the 
Moroccan rebels, since munitions readily found 
their way from Tunisia to Algeria and Morocco 
to be used against the French in their North 
African colonial struggles. Thus in recent weeks 
the side issue of Tunisia has tended to obscure 
the main troubles of the French across the 
Mediterranean. 

One aspect of the Tunisian crisis ought to 
have special attention from the mediators. That 
is the irresponsibility with which a local French 
commander could precipitate a critical juncture 
by ordering the inhumane raid on Tunisian 
civilians. In a time when more and more nu- 
clear weapons are being piled up by the leading 
powers, care must be greater than ever against 
the start of hostilities by same reckless, inflam- 
matory act. 

What happened in Tunisia is a warning that 
something much worse might be touched off in 
the same headlong way—unless the U.N. is more 
consistently vigilant in preventing disputes from 
reaching such proportions. 
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Lessons From Chairman Doerfer 

One piece of remedial legislation is already 
indicated on the basis of the disclosures in con- 
nection with the House subcommittee’s investi- 
gation of the independent regulatory agencies. 
This would be an act of Congress prohibiting 
commissioners from accepting fees, honorari- 
ums, expenses and favors from individuals and 
groups within the industries which the officials 
are responsible for regulating. 

The case of Chairman John C. Doerfer of the 
Federal Communications Commission is in point 
and it should not be lost sight of no matter how 
many more cases come up on even higher levels. 

Mr. Doerfer, a former Republican chairman 
of the Wisconsin Public Utilities Commission, 
advanced to the FCC in Washington by President 
Eisenhower in 1953, has testified that he ac- 
cepted expense money and honorariums from a 
national association made up of radio and tele- 
vision companies. 

The FCC chairman dismissed a payment of 
$575 from the radio and TV industry as incon- 
sequential. _He said: “Hell, if I'd gone out 
to Spokane and accepted $10,000 there would 
be something to investigate!” Mr. Doerfer does 
not seem to realize that adherence to principle 
is essential in the conduct of public affairs. 

After the subcommittee’s staff report was leaked 
to newspapers, Mr. Doerfer sent back to an Okla- 
homa television station $165 paid to him some 
three years ago. So, in that case at least, he 
came to believe he had taken money which his 
official position barred him from keeping. 

In any case, Chairman Doerfer is in conflict 
with Comptroller General Joseph Campbell’s in- 
terpretation of the statute which Mr. Doerfer 
cites as his protection. In the first place, Mr. 
Campbell, who is in effect Congress's watchdog 
over how its appropriations are spent, says that 
the law allowing honorariums to FCC members 
did not contemplate such gifts in connection 
with official duties—but only in “situations 
more of a private nature, not related to a com- 
missioner’s official duties.” 

Comptroller General Campbell also finds 
Chairman Doerfer out of bounds in taking ex- 
pense money for the same trip from both 
the Federal Government and some private 
group or organization. If this is a violation of 
federal law it ought to be cited against Chair- 
man Doerfer forthwith. He surely knows the 
law governing his own official operations 

Attorney General Rogers commendably has 
ordered the FBI to investigate the charges 
against FCC Commissioner Mack and the ques- 
tionable Miami “loans.” Now let the new head 
of the Department of Justice assure us all that 
the yardstick of the law is being put down along- 
side the conduct of John C. Doerfer 
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Mechanical Brain Trouble 

Mistakes and disappointments, alas, have long 
been the lot of man. Consider the case of the 
student who feels that he passed an examination 
triumphantly and then gets his blue book back 
marked not with a big A but a C. 

He and mortals in general may find solace of 
a sort in the explanation of Dr. Nicholas C. Me- 
tropolis, director of the Institute for Computer 
Research at the University of Chicago, that the 
mechanical brains also have trouble — espe- 
cially with figures. They seem to be especially 
weak in subtraction; and the more complicated 
a mathematical problem is, the worse their in- 
accuracy becomes. This is understandable enough 
to a mere human. 

Dr. Metropolis told a congressional subcom- 
mittee that he is deeply concerned because the 
machine-brains do not recognize their mistakes, 
and do not call attention to them. This, too, is 
understandable. Few of use recognize our mis- 
takes, and even fewer call attention to them. 

They are going to build a new machine in 
Chicago, however, which will tell at every stage 
of a problem how accurate—or inaccurate—it is. 
And then? Will a mere man have to take pencil 
in hand? Or will the problem be tried on an- 
other machine, a smarter one?

How the Scholarship Plan Would Work 


Questions and Answers on President's Proposal to Jack Up Education 


From U.S. News & 
World Report 


What ts the President really after 
in the new education program he sub- 
mitted to Congress? 

Better teaching, more and better- 
trained graduates in the sciences, in 
mathematics, and in foreign lan- 
guages. 


Hou does he propose to go about 
achieving this? 

By spending a billion dollars of fed- 
eral money in the next four years for 
aid to students, teachers and schools. 


Who would get this money? 
Around $100,000,000 would go in the 
four years to cholarships for college 
students; about 
$74,000,000 would 
rT be spent on expan- 
The Mirror sion of graduate 
f education, includ- 
0 ing fellowships: 
Bee Bs many teachers of 
Public Opinion science and mathe- 
matics in lower 
schools would get 
raises, and schools would be helped to 
find and train boys and girls with 

special talents. 


How many students would get these 
college scholarships? 

About 10,000 a year, or 40,000 dur- 
ing the four-year period, under the 
President’s plan and under bills in- 
troduced in Congress to carry out the 
plan. 


How much would a scholarship pay? 

The maximum amount would be 
$1000 a year, but some would be less 
than that. Each state would receive 
an allotment from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for scholarships and the 
state would decide how to handle this 
money. It’s certain, however, that 
most students will need more than 


their scholarship money to pay their 
way through college. That means out- 
side work or help from home. 


Who would qualify? 

First of all, a scholarship student 
under the program must show special 
aptitude and he must have a high- 
school diploma or the equivalent. Also, 
he must be “needy’—that is, his fam- 
ily must not be in a financial position 
to pay his way through college. 


How would a student go about ap- 
plying for a scholarship? 

Each state would have its own Sys- 
tem for administering the scholarship 
program, but an applicant would apply 
through his state’s department of edu- 
cation. 


Would a scholarship cover all four 
years of college? 

That would be the usual rule, 
though there is no guarantee of four 
years. A student would have to keep 
up good work in college. 


Could a student choose his own 
school? 

Yes. He could select an accredited 
college in another state or even in a 
foreign country. Also, he could select 
his course of study. 


What about the fellowships? 

The fellowships are designed to en- 
courage more students to prepare for 
teaching careers in college. To qual- 
ify, a student would have to hold a 
bachelor’s or master’s degree and 
would have to follow a course leading 
to a degree of doctor of philosophy or 
an equivalent degree. 


How would the foreign-language 
program work? 

The Federal Government would 
give the states financial help in set- 
ting up and operating centers for the 
teaching of foreign languages. Also, 
some students who plan to teach lan- 


guages in colleges would be able t: 
get Government aid. 

Most of the President's program— 
except for scholarships and fellow 
ships—would be on a 50-50 matching 
basis, with states paying half of the 
cost. 

How much would a fellowship pay? 

The proposed law sets no top 
amount for fellowships. 

Individual colleges and universities 
would handle the fellowship awards 


What teachers would get pay raises? 

That would be largely up to indi- 
vidual states participating in this part 
of the program. The general plan 
calls for the hiring of additional sci- 
ence and math teachers in high 
schools, the increasing of pay for 
some and helping others to get fur- 
ther training. Some schools would get 
better laboratories and equipment. 


How would students with special 
qualifications be found? 

The program calls for an elaborate 
system for testing boys and girls in 
both elementary and secondary 
schools. The idea is to give special 
counseling and guidance training to 
those with unusual talents. 


This is a general plan that Congress 
will be considering in the weeks 
ahead. Some legislators says that it 
does not go far enough and that fed- 
eral aid for school construction should 
be included; others want less federal 
participation in education. Another 
group objects that, at the same time, 
the Administration is proposing to cut 
Government aid to schools near mili- 
tary bases and establishments where 
there are many school children of 
families employed by the Government. 
Congress will consider all these things.

seen through a camera with a 


long lens. In the foreground 
are areas of pavement and 
piazzas in mosaic designs. 


Touches of Color, 

The total effect, in these and 
later paintings, is largely one 
of black and white outlines of 
many forms, moving towards 
one another, converging, criss- 
crossing and forming patterns 


that are related to the images 
in the pictures, and yet have 


a life of their own. Occasional 
touches of red, blue and yellow 
glow among the black outlines, 
like bits of stained glass 
The early paintings in 
series. which have such titles 
as “The Canal,” “The Arch- 
wav’ and “The Palace” are 
complex compositions, but they 
seem quite loose by comparison 
with a later series, also done 
in Venice. 
In this

group., the features 
of classic architecture again 
provide the settings, but the 
patterns of criss-crossing lines 
here take on independent ex- 
istence as a geometrical lace 
that covers most of the picture 
surface with heavy black lines 
Within this network, which has 
been likened to the cracks in 
a broken windshield and to 
railroad maps without letter- 
ing, structures and human

In at Least Six Conferences 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP)—With time running out—only 
three weeks remain in the regular season—the basketball races 
in at least six major conferences remained in a state of con- 


fusion today. 
Only. three teams are def- 


initely in the post-season 
tournament of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
thus far, Connecticut, as the 
‘champion of the Yankee Con- 
ference, is all set, as is Idaho 
State University, winner of the 
Rocky Mountain Conference, 
and Oklahoma State, selected 
as an at-large team. 


The tournament is composed 


of 16 conference champions, 
plus eight at-large clubs. The 
preliminary rounds are sched- 
uled to get under way the week 
of March 9, with the finale in 
Louisville, March 22. 


There are some heavy fa- 


vorites, of course. For example, 
Cincinnati (9-1) is the choice in 
the Missouri Valley. Yet, with 
all their power, they'd better 
not slip, because Bradley is 
right behind with an 8-2 mark. 
St. Louis U. is 7-2. 


Then there is the Big Eight. 


where Kansas State, top team 
in the Associated Press poll 
last week, remains undefeated 
in conference competition (7-0).

If any team looks good in the 
pack, it’s California, which won 
last year. The Bruins have been 
a good defensive club all sea- 
son and appear to nave learned 
how to score, as evidenced by 
their 80-62 decision over South- 
ern California last Saturday. 

Mid - American — Miami of 
Ohio hasn't been beaten in 
league play yet and has won 
eight games. But that’s no

When I contrast the actual 

facts of American life with 


such portrayals as those of Mr. 
Khrushchev at Minsk, and in- 
deed of your latest communl- 
cation to me, I am impressed 
more than ever before with 
the enormous difficulties be- 
setting us in attempting to 
move toward better relations 
and with the greater necessity 
than ever before of doing so. 

It is possible that Soviet 
leadership feels it necessary 
deliberately to misrepresent the 
American viewpoint.

pass on to them. I think our 
young people should get to 
know more about each other. 
I strongly féel that the recent 
agreement for the exchange of 
20 to 30 students a year is a 
small step in the right direc- 
tion, but woefully inadequate.

In the meantime, I reaffirm 
what has been so often said by 
Secretary Dulles and by my- 
self. The American nation 
wants nothing more than to 
co-operate wholeheartedly with 
any Soviet government which 
is genuinely dedicated to ad- 
vancing, by peaceful. means, 
the welfare of the people of 
the Soviet Union.

One of the regular patrons 
was Albert Anastasia, overlord 
of the water front Back in 
the early days before syndica- 
tion when the Brownsville 
thugs of Kid Twist Reles and 
the Ocean Hill hooligans of 
Happy Maione were just wild 
punks, Louis used to feed 
them And, from filling their 
stomachs, it was no trick at all 
for him and Anastasia to ad- 
vance to filling their heads 
with ideas on lawlessness, es 
pecially since they were al 
ready well along the road to 
self-education in this field 

Capone held considerable 
power in the syndicate through 
his Detroit contacts When 
Dukey Maffetore, just a punk 
in the Mob, turned informer in 
the spring of 1940, he men- 
tioned the matter. 


“The Purple Gang and the

Dukey explained, “controlled 
the loan-shark racket all 
over.

Harry was a round little 
Irishman who could smell a 
story a mile off.

However, the full impact of 
a national government-within- 
government that made its own 
laws and carried on its own 
brand of justice never did 
strike the public with any con- 
siderable force at the time. And 
the chief cause lay in as un- 
related a subject as the build- 
up to World War II, just then 
under way.

THE FIRST MAN to study 
heavenly bodies with a tel- 
escope was Galileo, He dis- 
covered the mountains on the 
moon and the rings of Saturn. 
He also saw, and described, the 
spots on the sun. 

Galileo's work with the tele- 
scope was started almost three 
and a half centuries ago. He 


gave the study of the sky the 


greatest help it had had up to 
his time. 

To guard his eyes from harm, | 
it was necessary for Galileo to 
use a piece of dark glass when | 
he studied the sun. Without 
dark glass, or a dark film,| 
blindness will follow a short) 
time of gazing at the sun—un- 
less the gazing is done at sun- 
rise or sunset. 


Q. What important fact about | 
the sun was proved soon after 


| the discovery of sunspots? 


A. That the sun rotates on its 
axis. The spots are of different 
shapes, and one of them may 
be identified day after day 
Some sunspdts exist for several 
months before fading away. 

Sunspots move from one side 
of the sun to the other. Start- 
ing at the eastern edge of the 
disk, a spot moves to the other 
side in about 13 days, then goes |

A. If it is located near the 
sun's equator it moves more 
than 2,500,000 miles. It travels 
at a speed of more than 4000 
miles an hour. 


Q. On what parts of the sun 
are sunspots common? 

A. Most of them are seen be- 
tween five and 40 degrees 
north of the sun's equator, and 
between five and 40 degrees 
south of that imaginary line. A 
few sunspots, but only a few, 
appear on or near the sun's 
equator.
